Fla. Ineteases Federal 
Income Tax Payments 


Tax collections in Florida by 
the federal government| 
amounted to $891,307,000 dur- 
ing the 1955-56 fiscal year. 

This total was a jump of $155 
million over the previous year, 
the greatest increase since the 
1940's. The Florida gain was 21 
per cent as compared with a 
national increase of 13 per cent. 

In addition to the collected 
sum above, Floridians paid an 
estimated $200 million in “hid- 
den" taxes, those collected in 
other states and passed on to 
consumers in the prices of goods 
purchased. Thus the total pay- 
ments of federal internal rev- 
enue by Floridians passed the 
billion dollar mark for the first 
time. 

Individual income taxes, to- 
taling $627,638,000, are report- 
ed ip this week's business re- 
view of the State Chamber's re- 
search and industrial division as 
making up the largest part of 
the federal collections in the 
state. This amount was 20 per 
cent above 1955, compared with 
13 per cent nationally. Per 
capita, Florididns paid $167 
each directly Ín income taxes, 
the highest off the seven south- 
eastern states but about two- 
thirds the national average. 

Florida corporations p aid 
$171,629,000 in income and pro- 
fits taxes, up 25 per cent as 
compared with a national in- 
crease of 17 per cent. Employ- 
ment taxes amounted to $5,612,- 
000, about the same as in 1955. 
All other types of federal rev- 
enue collections in Florida 
amounted to $86,428,000 during 
the fiscal year 1956, a 23 per 
cént increase over 1955 collec-

ITIS UNLAWFUL FOR ANY PERSON OR PERSONS 


TO ENGAGE IN BUSINESS UNDER 


A BUSINESS 


NAME UNLESS THE NAME IS REGISTERED 


The law reads as follows: 


“It shall be unlawful for any person or persons, as defined 
herein, to engage in business as herein defined, under a fictitious 
name as herein defined, without and unless said fictitious name 
shall be registered with the clerk of the circuit court of the 
county where the principal place of business is, which registra- 
tion shall consist of filing with the clerk aforesaid an affidavit 
signed by all interested persons, stating under oath the names 
of all those interested in the business enterprise, the extent of 


the interest of each, and the fictitious name 


under which said 


business is carried on. Said registration may not be made until 
the person or persons desiring to engage in business under a ficti- 
tious name shall have advertised his or their intention to register 
said fictitious name at least once a week for four (4) consecutive 
weeks in some newspaper as defined by law in the county where 
said registration is to be made, and said registration shall not 
be accepted by the clerk of the cireuit court except upon receiv- 


ing proof of such publication." 


As interpreted by attorneys, a person may engage ip busi- 
ness under his own name, (such as JOHN JONES), but if he uses 
any business.name, (even such as JOHN JONES’ FISH MAR- 
KET) he is required to register the name with the clerk of the 
cireuit court in his county, and to advertise the name and own- 


ership of his business.

Station’s Calf Studies 
Important To Cattlemen 


“The Everglades Experiment 
Station’s 25 years of breeding’ 
work with records of crosses is 
a most valuable reference work 
for cattlemen everywhere’ 
Ralph Kidder told Rotarians 
Friday, 
g facts have em- 
phasized in the study of these 
records.” Se 

"Progeny testing with pure- 
bred and var ious crosses have 
given us some most interesting 
comparisons", Mr. Kidder con- 
tinued. It has been found that 
of two breeds of pure stock 
Devon and Brahman, the aver- 
age weight of 180-day-old cal- 
ves of the two pure breeds was 
331; the crosses averaged 382 
pounds, while the  pure-bred 
and cross-bred would give a 
calf of an average of 385 pounds 
at 180-day age, while the-two 
crosses gave a calf averaging 
only 361 pounds. 

At age of twenty-four months 
the same animals maintained 
about the same ratio except that 
the pure-bred to the cross show- 
ed a better gain. The figures 
for the two year old animals 
are 689, 816, 801 and 701 for 
the respective breeding pro- 
cedure above. 

Inrecent tests with the An- 
gus bheed, the two purebreds 
averaged^413-—póünds at 180 
days, while the first cross aver- 
aged 348, and the pure bred 
and the first cross gave a 410 
pound calf. 

The records prove that ability 
to produce good calves is an in- 
herited trait, and that August 
arid September calves were less 
than February and March 
calves. 

One cattleman who has never 
before "gone for" a calt rais- 
ing operation is runming 3900 
cows for breeding purposes and 
expects a 90% plus calf crop 
to result.
